San Francisco feminist notes stereotypes 


stopping the 


movement 


“There is no 
women Once a 


woman crosses from 


Subservience to liberation she 
won't go back,” stated Shirley 
Boccaccio, San Francisco 


feminist, artist and author 
speaking to a CSUS audience in 
the Playwright’s rheatre 
Tuesday 

Ms. Boccaccio, publisher of 
“non-sexist’” children’s books, 
calls herself a “rational 
feminist.” “I feel that any 
woman who 
situation in the world today...is 
only rational to be a feminist,” 
offered the feminist publisher 
Speaking on “Sexual 
Stereotypes vs Human 
Liberation”, Ms Boccaccio 
stated that; society has adopted 
roles for males and females to 
play. The San Francisco feminist 
noted that the United States 
labors under a patriarchal system 
with women at the lowest level 
Males are taught to be aggressive 
and dominating, while the 


examines her 


female is taught to be weak and 
submissive 

Another female stereotype is 
the perpetuation of the role of 
the woman as a sex object. This 
role is instilled into little girls at 
an early stage according to the 
feminist speaker. Ms. Boccaccio 
offered the “Barbie” doll as a 
means of continuing the role of 
the female as a sex object. Little 
girls see that the “Barbie” doll is 
beautiful, wears pretty clothes 
and has a handsome doll 
boyfriend. The child is taught to 
pattern herself after ths 
“Barbie” myth, stated the 
speaker 


Ms. Boccaccio noted that in 
children’s books the giris are 
always somewhere in the 
background while the boys 
undertake exciting adventures. 
She stated that girls are always 
portrayed as nurses instead of 
doctors, stewardesses and not 
pilots and secretaries but not 
bosses

In elementary school, children 
are segregated and organized by 
sex, said Ms. Boccaccio. From 
this policy, “hostility is initiated 
and superimposed on them” at a 
young level. She stated that 
some people believe that it is 
natural for little boys to dislike 
little girls, but she believes that 
children must be taught to hate. 

As the designer of the “Fuck 
Housework” poster, Ms. 
Boccaccio indicated that the 
current issue of “Ms” carries an 
article discussing the proposal 
that women should be paid for 
their houseworking duties. 

One of the most important 
features of human_ liberation 
concerns the control of one’s 
own reproductive system 
according to Ms. Boccaccio. If a 
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woman wants children she 
should be able to have them 
without any stigma regardless of 
the circumstances. If a woman 
choses not to have children, 
contraception and _ abortion 
should be available on demand 
Another aspect of human 
liberation would concern the 
removing of stigmas concerning 
homosexuality. Ms. Boccaccio 
also stated that technology must 
be harnessed to serve people 
instead of people slaving for

technology. In addition, she said 
that society must reform to be

Revival of an Ancient Art 


By BOBBIE HART 


As the tall, bespectacled man 
with the discernible limp 
approached members of the 
Health and Welfare Committee 
in room 2133 of the California 
State Capitol Building recently a 
committee member quipped, 
“This is Dr. Thomas Elmendorf, 
TV audiences are more familiar 
with his behind than with his 
face.” 

Dr. Elmendorf's partially bare 
behind had not only appeared 
on television but was depicted in 
newspapers as well, as he 
received his second acupuncture 
treatment for an arthritic hip 
ailment during a local press 
conference. The conference was 
held to publicize a bill to 
facilitate medical school research 
into the an~ ent Chinese medical 
technique, | upuncture 

The bill was introduced that 
dav to the California State 
Assembly with the sponsorship 
of the California Medical 
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Association, of which Dr. 
Elmendorf is the president 
During the conference Dr 
Flimendorf reported, “The CMA 
does not endorse acupuncture 
and the point of the bill is to 
find out if the procedure should 
be made available to the public 
or if the public should be 
protected from it.” 
Acupuncture, to pierce or 
puncture with a needle, has 
almost become a_ household 
word, particularly since 
President Nixon's trip to Red 
China in’ March Furopean 
medics became familiar with the 
term when Georges Soulie de 
Mourant, French attache to 
China during the 1920s, 
returned to Paris and published 
his first treatise on the subject in 
1934. Today, several Furopean 
doctors practice the ancient 
Science and art of acupuncture 
in conjunction with the science 
and art of Western medicine 


Western VS Traditional Medicine 


England's Dr. Felix Mann 
practioner and supporter of the 
art of acupuncture, tells in his 
book “Acupuncture The 
Ancient Art of Chinese 
Healing.” of the differences 
between Western and traditional 
Chinese medicine 

“In ancient Chinese thought 
the dualistic concept of the 
universe, aS Set out in the works 
of Aristotle and on which the 
Structure of our experimental! 
science 1s based, is unknown. In 
the TAoist (philosophy and 
religion of China) way of life, 
man was the integral part of the 
universe. Taoist thinking did not 
make sharp divisions between 
material and non-material, the 
natural and super-natural 

“Harmony was regarded as the 
basic principle of the world 
order. as a cosmic field of force, 
in which the Yin and Yang 
(negative and positive forces) are 
complementary and 
changing Western 
dualism sees physical and 
metaphysical as two separate 
entities, at best as cause and 
effect, but never paired like 
sound and echo, light and 
shadow, as in the Chinese 
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symbol of all happening: the Yin 
and the Yang 

“The Taoist philosophy, 
against the background of which 
acupuncture had its origin and 
development, is essentially 
monistic. The Chinese conceived 
the entire universe as activated 
by the Yin and the Yang, and 
they considered that nothing 
exists, either animate or 
inanimate, except by the virtue 
of the ceaseless interplay 
between these two forces 
“Owing to the fact that the 
whole structure of Western 
medical science was built on a 
dualistic philosophy an 
accepted opposition of mind and 
matter, spirit and body 
medical research and practice 
developed along two separate 
paths.” 

lo state that the five stainless 
stell needles placed in Dr 
Elmendorf's body gave almost 
immediate relief of the pain in 
his arthritic hips, which has 
plagued him for the past four 
years despite Western medical 
treatment, makes no sense to the 
Western mind 


Nei Ching 


liza Veith, professor of history 
ot health sciences, University of 
California Medica! Center in San 
Francisco, has translated the Nei 
Ching into English in her book, 
“The Yellow Emperor’s Classic 
of Internal Medicine.”’ The Nei 
Ching is based on the Taoist 
philosophy, is supposedly the 
oldest medical treatise known to 
man, and gives numerous 
trefererces to the art of 
acupuncture 

“The form in which the Yellow 
Emperor's Canon of Internal 
Medicine is written is quite 
remarkable for a texthook on 
the practice of medicine,” 
professor Veith whites. “‘It is a 
dialogue between Haung Ti, the 
fabled Yellow Emperor, and his 
minister (of medicine) Ch’ Po, 
in which the emperor poses the 
questions and his” minister 
branches into answers which are 
actually long discourses.” 

The Yellow Emperor once 
addressed T’ien Shih (master of 
heaven), the divinely inspired 
teacher: “I have heard that in 
ancient times the people lived to 
be over a hundred years, and yet 
they remained active and did not 
become decrepit in their 
activities. But nowadays people 
reach only half that age and yet 
become decrepit and failing. Is it 
because the world changes from 
generation to generation” Or is it 


that mankind is becoming 
negligent (of the laws of 
nature)? 

Ch’i Po answered. “In ancient 


times those people who 
understood Tao (the way of self 
cultivation) and patterned 
themselves upon the Yin and the 
Yang (the two principles of 
nature) and they’ lived = in 
harmony with the arts of 
divination 

“There was temperance in 
eating and drinking. Their hours 
of rising and retiring were 
regular and not disorderly and 
wild. By these means the

Only a second 
class physician waited until his 
patients became uw 
treated them.

“The superior physician helps 
before the early budding of the 
disease. He must first examine 
the three

E. Grey Dimond, M.D., a guest 
of the China Medical 
Association, People’s Republic 
of China, in September, 1971 
states in an account of his visit 
to a Provencial Peoples Hospital,

our assumed scientific approach 
have taken the trouble to 
recognize and study.

Traditionally the 
patient had his pulse felt every 
three months Dr Mann 
recommends a pulse check-up 
every six months 

A healthy person has a pulse 
which flows smoothly without 
turbulence or kinks. A_ pulse 
which is ropy is a sign of general 
chronic physiological imbalance 
The hollow pulse denotes poor 
physical stamina. The wire pulse 


taut. hard and thin, signifies 
spasms and pain. A_ round 
incompressible pulse usually 


denotes the presence of a kidney 
or a gall stone 
Dr. Mann names the 


pulses which aid the traditional 


twelve 
doctor in diagnosis and 
subsequent treatment, by 
acupuncture when required 
They intestine, lung. 
spleen, stomach, triple warmer 
circulation-sex, smal! intestine, 
heart, gall bladder, liver, kidney 
and bladder 

“In Spring the pulse of the 
stomach should be fine and 
delicate like the strings of a 
musical instrument, then it ts 
healthy and well-balanced. If the 
strings are touched = tno 
frequently, the stomach 
functions intermittently and the 
resulting illness affects the liver 
In Summer the pulse of the 
stomach should be like beats of 
a fine hammer, then it is healthy 
and well-balanced. When the 
hammer beats are too heavy the 


are. large 


stomach works _ insufficiently 
and an illness of the heart 
results 


In Autumn the pulse of the 
stomach should be small and 
rough, 


then it is healthy and 
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well-balanced. But when it is too 
rough the stomach functions 
insufficiently and a disease of 
the lung arises. 
In Winter the pulse of the 
stomach should be small and like 
stone, then it is healthy and 
well-talanced. When it is too 
much like stone the stomach 
functions insufficiently and a 
disease of the kidney results.”

Foliowing the pulse diagnosis, 
the traditional doctor will use 
acupuncture to restore his 
patient to a normal balance of 
health 

The Art of Acupuncture 
or needling as it 
consists of the 
needles to 
specifically 


Acupuncture 
is also called 
insertion of fine 
varied depths in 
indicated points of the skin 
They are left in place for some 
sometimes vibrated 
and then removed. To the casual 
observer it might appear that 
what had occurred was negligible 
to the condition of the patient, 
but the result can give the 
impression of a miraculous cure. 
Directly under the skin is a 
widespread network of nerves 
which receive and pass the 
impulses that come from the 
deeper parts of the body — the 
organs, brain, bones, muscles, 
etc. When an impulse arrives 
from a diseased organ an alarm is 
sounded at the nerve endings of 
the skin. This may be felt as 
discomfort that becomes more 
painful when the area of the 
diseased organ is touched. When 
needles are inserted at the 
acupuncture points, the vital 
energy of life (Qi) flows through 
the twelve meridians of the body 
(whose names are the same as 
those of the twelve pulses) and 
energy and vitality is restored to 
the diseased organ 

The acupuncture points, about 
a tenth of an inch in diameter, 
do not exist in isolation but are 
arranged along the meridian line, 
associated with an_ internal 
organ. They run along one of the 
the bedy and 


minutas, 


major parts of 
terminate at the tips of the 
fingers or toes. (The heart 
meridian runs down the inside of 
the right arm. Therefore, in the 
majority of heart diseases, pain 
runs along the course of this 
meridian.) 


ORGANIC FOODS! 
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According to the teaching ot 

the ancient Chinese, Qi flows 
through the twelve meridians in 
constant flux, and its uminpeded 
flow depends on the health of 
the body and organs. A blockage 
of Qi causing excess in certain 
parts, deficiency in others, 
results in disease. 

Although Nei Ching lists 365 
acupuncture points, Dr. Mann 
states that 785 points are 
well-known and described in the 
more modern literature of 
acupuncture. There are an 
additional 200 minor points of 
secondary importance bringing 
the total number to about 
1,000. 

Hypnotism? 

Theoretically, it is possible to 
help or cure, by acupuncture, 
any disease that is affected by a 
physiological process; ulcers, 
migraine headaches, pneumatic 
and allied diseases, arthritis and 
related diseases, pulmonary 
diseases, diseases of the veins 
and arteries, hangovers and 
possibly withdrawal from drug 
addiction 

Some persons who have not 
experienced or seen the results 
of acupuncture may get the 
impression that it is based on 
hypnotism or the power of 
suggestion. 

Dr. William Lucasch is a 
physician on President Nixon's 
medical staff and a member of 
the White House party which 
toured Red China this spring. 
Before he viewed an 
acupuncture demonstration in 
Peking, he was somewhat 
skeptical about the procedure 
and foresaw it in the area of 
hy per-suggestibility or 
hypnotism. 

“I think after seeing it, I 
discounted that idea, 
particularly, wher ! found out is 
is utilized on infants and animals 
where | don’t think hypnotism 
could play a part.” 

If the acupuncture needle is 
improperly inserted, even 
though the patient may think he 
will get better, he will become 
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more ill in a matter of minutes 
and may lose consciouness. 

Dr. Wu Wei-ping is a master 
practioner of acupuncture who 
has had thirty years experience 
in her practice in Taipei, 
Formosa. Madame Wu explains 
why unlicensed practioners are 
so dangerous. “One misplaced 
needle can kill in a matter of 
hours. I have had patients come 
to me who were almost dead as a 
result of treatment by an 
unskilled acupuncturist.” 

The number of treatments 
required.to effect a cure varies 
with each patient. The average 
Western patient, who sees an 
acupuncturist for the first time, 
may suffer from numerous 
complaints; frequent headaches, 
insomnia, chronic irritability, a 
duodenal ulcer. All of these 
symptoms, including the ulcer, 
will take an average of seven

Being somewhat of a regular 
participant of road rallies and a 
member of Epicurus Race and 
Rally Association, I have a 
particular interest in automotive 
related activities.

In 1960, 
Senator Jackson was known asa 
moderate liberal. Had the 1960 
Democratic ticket been 
Kennedy/Jackson, it would have 
been like the 
McGovern/Fagleton ticket. Of 
each ticket had its own 
advantages. In the 
Kennedy/Jackson, religion and 
geography played a major role 
In the 
McGovern/Fagleton, 
as religion, agriculture and labor, 
and rural/urban 
Significant factors. 

Balance is not the major reason 
for the McGovern/Fagleton 
ticket.

Fagleton is ten years younger 
than McGovern and has more 
youthful energy. The South 
Dakotan does not lack youthful 
vigor because of age but because 
of his stern upbringing in a 
Methodist minister's family. 
McGovern is reserved which is 
good. To see just how good, his 
handling of the protestors in his 
hotel lobby during the 
Democratic convention had to 
be seen. Not one crack in his 
“cool,” yet he maintained a 
warmth and strength which did 
not make him seem aloof but 
gave him the better of an adverse 
siiuation. It gives McGovern the

kind of leadership ability into 
which one can put trust and not 
feel cheated. 

Senator Eagleton is a man for 
the media. This could be seen 
the night of the acceptance 
speeches at the convention. 
There was Eagleton smiling, 
waving, a public-relations man’s 
delight. On television, Eagleton 
could be seen prompting 
McGovern to raise his hands in 
victory, moving from one side of 
the podium to the other to pose 
for pictures while McGovern 
seemed uncomfortable. 
McGovern expressed a “this is an 
unnecessary and_ ridiculous” 
attitude. Yet, Eagleton doesn’t 
outshine McGovern -_ he 





politics” methods as McGovern. 
But again, Kefauver did not win. 

It is interesting to note that 
during the nomination for Vice 
President the late Senator from 
Tennessee, Estes Kefauver, was 
mentioned appropriately his 
spectre dominated McGovern’s 
campaign, convention fights and 
problems.

And although he said “only my 
family will know what it 
means’, the speech was 
dedicated to his late lawyer 
father whom Eagleton wished 
would have been there to hear it 

The nomination of the 
Democratic Vice President was 
interesting There were 39 
different people receiving votes 
This included Martha Mitchell 
and Archie Bunker as well as the 


more serious candidates of 
Alaska Senator Mike Gravel and 
former Governor I ndicott 
Peabody 

An aide to Senator Gravel 
complained that supporters of 
Vice Presidential candidates 
were not being allowed in the 
convention — hall They were 
promised passes by the 
Democratic Party Central 


but they were not 
Instead, it was stated 
that McGovern had won the 
party's nomination and 
McGovern’s organization had the 
right to give out the passes. Thies 
were not giving them out under 
any circumstances. These 
complaints were backed up by 
the Peabody forces 

it should be pointed out that 
the reform minded 
McGovernites are not a “White 
Knight” group. Many decisions 
were made behind closed doors

So reads the posters 
advertising “The Braggart 
Warrior” by Tilus Maccius

The Roman ,comedy was 
written over 220 years ago and 
has now found its way to the 
stage of the CSUS Little 
Theatre. The story will open to 
audiences at 8:30 p.m., July 21, 
22, 27, 28 and 29 

Dr. Paul Waldo claims “The 
Braggart Warrior’ to be “a 
monument in play wnting. Tilus 
Plaubus was the first to take the 
average man and bring comedy 
around him 

He continues to say, “A major 
period of comedy followed and 
many writers borrowed his 
characters and themes. Such was 
found in Shakespearean plays, 
melodrama and vaudville.” 

Dr. Waldo compares “The 
Braggart Warrior’ to the more 


contemporary “All in the 
Family" and associates the 
Braggart with the Archie Bunker 
type character 

The theme song bounces over 
the speakers and consist of a 
country hick tune backed by a 
player piano. Lyrics include: 


When you wish upon a bird 
no matter how absurd 
legendary chicken fairy 
hears each word 
legendary chicken fairy 
makes all dreams come true 


Combined with melody, the 
song is catchy but nauseates one 
after rolling thru the minds 
soundtrack 


First accosting the viewers 
vision is the appearance of the 
Braggart Warrior,Pyrgopolynices 
The exaggerated conceitedness 
of the warrior captain, portrayed 
by Don Warner, is conveyed 
through his words and 
appearance. Pyrogopolynics is 
described by various characters 
as “a dirty liar”, “he thinks all 
women are after him,” and 
having “‘less brains than a dead 
pig.’ So true. The Braggart 
accessorizes his “beauty” 
wearing dainty ribbons in his 
hair and beard. He also engages 
in kissing his arms which entails 
only one method of personal 
worship.

The attendants and guards are 
next to hit you like a wet rag. 
They act as seemingly stupid 
creatures who leap and bound

The narrater and = =main 
character, Pilestrol, played by 
Tom McGraw, is explicite and 
dramatic in his narration of the 
setting of the ludicrous comedy. 
But he too is mindless in that he 
must employ such a device as a 
‘thinking cap’ which goes on the 
blink and leads him to sleep.

Once the egotistic captain is 
seduced and infatuated by 
Elizabeth Pearson, playing the 
part of. Acroleleutuim, 
Philocomasium flees with her 
senseless lover and the Braggart 
is taught a lesson. 

The entire cast played their 
parts well and had me 
thoroughly convinced they were 
all mindless. idiots. The whole 
play is so ridiculous that a 
person existing on anything 
other than a plane along similar 
lines would find it hard to sit 
through such silliness. 

It's too bad the show is so poor 
because the cast and directors 
are definitely behind the 
production. I question if this 
was really the right play to 
concentrate such extreme 
efforts. 

“The Braggart Warrior’’ will be 
the CSUS drama department 
tour production and will be 
performed for the American 
Theatre Association regional 
contest.
